Rev. W. G Pratt was called to the pas­ 
torate March 81, 1801, and ordained Ju ne

W e w ere g oin g dow n the peninsula 
form « ] by the ju n ction o f th« > Y ellow ­ 
stone ami L ittle M issouri rivers, hoping 
to intercept the Indians and turn them 
bix'k. It had been a hard, sw ift m arch — 
a ride of over 400 tml**x—w ith no halt 
above four hours, and at 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon half the troops w ere sleepin g in 
their saddles as their lean and lam e 
horses picked their w ay over the roug h 
g round. 
W e had planned to reach the spot w here 
the fleeing Indians w ould cross the L it­ 
tle M issouri a day or tw o ahead of them . 
W e believed w e had accom plished it. 
A t 10 o’clock w e w ere w ith in tw o m iles 
o f the spot. 
Then the head of the col­ 
um n halted fur the m en to close up. Our 
line had strun g out for a m ile or m ore. 
B etw een us and th e crossing , as the halt 
w as m ade, nature had m ade a h ig h w ay. 
It w as a g rassy road about 20 feet w ide, I 
tw istin g and turning like a creeiu E ither 
side w as lined w ith dense thickets. H alf 
a m ile dow n the hig hw ay it w as crossed I 
by a creek w ith steep banks. 
H alf a 
m ile farther on w as a second creek. 
It | 
w as hardly m ore than a rivu let at this , 
season, but the w id th from bank to bank 
w as 40 feet, and the bunks were 10 feet 
hig h. 
Our g u id e had never passed over 
the route.

The 
strag g lers ha-1 com e up. t lie sleepy troop­ 
ers had b ra c e d up under th e e ye so f their 
officers, and tlx- bug b r w as about to 
sound the forw ard w hen the h alf breed 
g uide and scout held up his hand in 
w arning . 
A deer cam e running up the 
g rassy lane at fu ll spet d and w as w ithin 
tw o feet o f the colon el’s horse w hen it 
w heeled to the rig h t and vanished into 
the thicket. 
N ext cam e a fox, w ho ran 
under the feet o f a dozen horses before 
he found shelter. 
Then a second deer, 
then three or four rabbits. 
“ W hat ia it? ’ asks th e colonel of the 
g uide. 
“ A m bush!” w as the reply. 
“ W here? ” 
T he g uid e w aved his hand to sig n ify 
that it w as dow n the lane som ew here. 
“ H ow do you know ? ” 
“ See that? ” 
A big g ray w olf rounded the t urn 100 
feet aw ay, com in g at fu ll speed. 
The 
hair on his back stood up, his tail alm ost 
drag g ed, and it w as easy to see that he 
had been disturbed and w as put out 
about it, 
“ Injuns dow n there!” said the g uide. 
“ W e are too late! 
They have g ot here 
first., and w e are in am bush!” 
"B ut w h at m akes you think so? ” per­ 
sisted the colonel, w ho w as im patient to 
g o ahead and yet t« x t : nd.-nt to need 
lessly expose his com m and. 
“ D eer—fox—rabbit— w o lfP replied the 
g uide. 
“ A ll w ere frig htened. 
A ll run 
ning 
aw ay 
from 
som ething . 
Injuns 
dow n there w aitin g for us. 
W e g o som e 
other w ay.” 
W e turned to th e le ft and flank *d the 
position. 
W e had m ade a distance of 
seven m iles when Indians w ere seen, and 
skirm ishing beg an, but they soon re­ 
treated southw ard, and as w e follow ed 
them up they crossed the L ittle M issouri. 
It w as the band w e had hoped to inter­ 
cept, but w hy did they turn back w ith ­ 
out a fight? 
Everybody w as asking the 
question when a few of us rode off to in ­ 
spect the am bush. 
The deathtrap had 
been set for us betw een the creeks. 
The 
low er end of the avenue had been blocked 
w ith felled trees and bushes, and trees 
partly cut dow n w ould have blockaded 
the upper end as soon as the last horse­ 
man had passed. 
The road here nar­ 
rowed to 15 feet. W herever there w as an 
opening in the bushes w hich lined the 
sides it had been closed w ith thorns. 
From sunrise that m orning the Indians 
had been w aiting for us. 
A lm ost 200 
w arriors w ere in 
hid ing behind 
the 
bushes, ready to thrust out their rifles 
and fire at the sig nal. 
Perched in the 
trees along t he w ay w ere h alf a hundred 
boys arm ed w ith bow s and arrows. H id­ 
den aw ay under the banks of the creeks 
w ere 100 or m ore squaw s arm ed w ith 
hatchets, knives or clubs, 
it w as not to 
be a battle, bu t a m assacre. 
N o m ercy 
w as to be sh ow n —not a prisoner taken. 
Scouts had observed our approach and 
reported. \ \ hen the head of our colum n 
had fairly entered the lane, the eag er 
squaw s and im pulsive boys could hardly 
be controlled. 
In their m oving about they frig htened 
the w ild anim als out of their retreats 
and sent us the w arning . 
They did 
not know w hy w e halted, hesitated and 
then took another w ay. 
For h alf an 
hour they w aited, w ith the scow l of hate 
on their bronzed faces, w ith the savag e­ 
ness o f d evils in their hearts, w ith eyes 
w hich g lared and g lin ted as they roam ed 
about in search of the expected prey. 
Then they w hispered to each other: 
“ They have taken another w ay! 
The 
G reat Spirit sent them a w arning to turn 
aside! 
W e cannot fig ht these m en! Let 
us recross the river and return to the 
ag en cy!” — W heeling R eg ister.

If any larg e th in g m oves very quickly 
too near him , he g ets frig htened and 
scurrie off, w h ile at certain distances 
th e m otion stops him if he be m oving . 
H e stops from aston ishm ent, fear or 
the w ish to see w hat it is that m oves. 
H ence he g lid es on un con scious of the 
charm er’s presence near him so long as 
the lattor rem ains quiet; the snake does 
not know him from a tree or a rock. 
But w hen he g ives a sudden evid en ce of 
life the snake is astonished and im m edi­ 
ately rem ains stock still. 
In India and A frica the charm ers pre­ 
tend the snakes dance to the m usic, but 
they do not, for they never hear it.

snake has no external ears, and perhaps 
g ives evidence of sound only throug h its 
skin, w hen sound causes bodies in con ­ 
tact w ith him to vibrate.

Mr. G raham , thoinv» *ntor, 
has succeeded not s*> m uch by an im- 
provem nt on the existin g telephones as 
by his m ethod o f arrang ing the circuit 
and bring ing its reals tance as low as 
possible. 
To this « » ml the usual indue 
tio n eo il is « liw arded, and the tw o instru­ 
m ents, transm itter and receiver, tm> di­ 
rectly connected in circu it w ith the line 
and the battery. 
The transm itter at one 
end of tlx- lino is eonm-et« <1 to the r» 
reiver at tlx* other end, and tw o separate 
lines are em ployed having a com m on r<* 
turn w ire. T w o cnrraapointonto can thus 
talk qu ite freely w ith each other, ami a 
the receivers speak out so as to be beard 
in any part of a room conversation can 
t>o carried on by each person sim ple 
s h ak in g to his transm itter. 
The apparatus is attached to flexible 
conductors and is held in the hand. 
To 
op« *n a conversation it is sufficient to 
pick up the portable transm itter and 
press a button in its rasing , so as to es­ 
tablish the circuit. 
The receiver at tlx* 
other end acts as its ow n « -all bell bv the 
loudness of its voire, and the response 
« •» tines equally prom pt and loud. 
Tix* 
user has therefore no ne**d to listen care­ 
fu lly w ith on» - or tw o iveriv» rs held up 
to his head. 
A ll he has to do is to speak 
into his transm itter and keep his» ran* 
open.
